THE ROUND TABLE. 


“SIR ROBERT HO TUNG'S- 
° EFFORTS. : 


Sir Robert Ho Tung returned to 
the Colony yesterday by the s.s. 
“Baul Lecat,” afteran absence of 
several months in the North, where 
he had been witha view to interest- 
ing the officials and commanders in 
his scheme for a round-table con- 
ference, by which peace might be 
consummated throughovt China, 

Sir Robert was given a farewell 
reception by the Shanghai General 
Chamber of Commerce, under the 
auspices of various trading, banke 
ing and educational organisations. 

Speaking on behalf of the Gen- 
eral Chamber of.Commerce and 
the other host organisations, Mr. 
Fong Chu-pa, Vice-Ghairman of 
the General Chamber, after’ re- 


viewing Sir Robert’s past career, 
lin the course of which he paid a e 


warm tribute to Sir Robert's com- 
merciat achievements and philan- 
thropic, enterprises, referring 
especially to his public spirit 
‘which found expression in the 
sacrifices he bore in helping to 
end the seamen’s.strike at Hong- 
kong, said that Sir Robert had 
jnitiated the Round-Tabje Peace 
Conference at a critical moment 
when the prolongation’ of the pre~ 
cert chaos would be disastrous to 
China's destiny. - 

He regretted that so far, in spite 
of’ Sir Robert’s indofatigable 
efforts, the conference was still in 
an embryo state. But the future 
was very hopeful on account of the 
enthusiastic pledges of support 
received from various sources. 
Mr, Fong drew attention to the fact 
that in leaving his peaceful abode 
in Hongkong-to undertake so 
arduous a task Sir Robert equalled 
the late Dr. Wu Ting-fang in 
working tirelessly for the welfare 
of China. 

SIR ROBERT'S REPLY. ‘ 

Sir Robert made a brief address 
in reply, assuring the host organisas 
tions of his deep appreciation for 
the farewell reception got up in his 
honour. He said that the confer- 
ence movement may be viewed in 
the light.of great hopefulness bee 
cause apart from the enthusiastic 
support he had received from 
various’ public organisations in 
Shanghai and other cities in
